The Committee on Sunday Schools reported : 

It would seem that it could scarcely be necessary to say a word in relation 
to the importance of the Sunday School work. But, much as has been written 
and said and sung about this matter, it may well be doubted whether any of us 
have attained unto perfection in our estimate of the transcendent importance of 
this work. Of all the agencies employed for the diffusionof the light of divine 
truth and the evangelization of the world, the work of the Sunday School is 
subordinate only to that of the preaching of the Gospel. It is exceedingly grat- 
ifying to your committee to be able to report that the Sunday School work is 
.making rapid progress in every part of our Association; vast improvements, too, 
in the methods of conducting the schools, arid in the apparatus employed to in- 
crease their efficiency, are strikingly apparent; and the interest evinced in the 
Sunday School work, both by teachers and pupils, is amazingly enhanced. 

The children and youth of the land are to be religiously educated, and 
they will doubtless be thus educated. It only remains to be determined what 
kind of religious culture shall our children have. We think it rests with us as 
Baptists to a very great extent, under God, to say what manner of children our 
children shall be. Their minds are now open to receive whatever impress may 
be sought to be made upon them. Shall the impress thus, made be that of the 
truth in its entirety? Or shall we stand idly by and see their minus corrupted 
by the errors of Romanism, Ritualism, and false doctrine? It is, unquestionably, 
just as much our duty to teach the truth in its entirety to our children, as it is 
to preach it to adults from our pulpits. The requirements of God to his ancient 
people were: "These words which I command you this day shall be in thine 
heart, and thou s halt teach them diligently to thy children." Let us then gird 
ourselves for this important work. Your committee feel that too much impor- 
tance and attention cannot be given to the character of our Sunday School lit- 
erature. The impressibility of the minds of the young; and the controling in- 
fluence of early training and teaching in forming and perfecting habits of 
thought and speech, and in moulding character for time and eternity, are consid- 
erations of the highest magnitude, and should urge upon those who are to judge 
and issue our literature the utmost care and vigilance; remembering, that as the 
twig is bent the tree is inclined, that, an error fostered and cherished by the af- 
fections and sympathies of the young mind may spring up and bear ruinous fruit. 

It should be the imperative duty of Baptists to see that the literature placed 
in the hands of our children is not defective, but freed from the imperfections 
and short comings of much of that now in use, and teaching the truth of God 
plainly, symply, and fully, as it is Jesus. 

This is "the work of God; for its success we should implore divine aid and 
wisdom. With the Bible before us, it will not be difficult to determine the 
general character of our Sunday School literature; it must be the basis upon 
which all our Sunday School books, papers, and helps stand; it must give tone 
and cast to all our publications without omission, addition, or compromise. Its 
precious truths should be so incorporated into all our literature that our children 
may become wise in the doctrines and precepts of the divine oracles.

The Committee on State Missions, reported: 

The vast amount of work being done by our State Mission Board, although 
of such vital importance to our denomination, is too well known by all our 
brethren to require a very lengthy report on the subject. When first inaugurat- 
ed, there was a doubt in the minds of many of our brethren as to its propriety ; 
but whatever fears may have been entertained, they have long since been dis- 
pelled by the glorious work accomplished through its instrumentality. The 
statistics of the last conventional year are indeed encouraging: during the year, 
41 men have been in the employ of the Board for the whole or part of their time, 
equivalent to the continuous labor of one man 25>2 years; 3718 sermons and ad- 
dresses, 12 churches constituted, 12-1 persons baptized ,305 baptized by others in 
connection with the labors of the missionaries. 100 brought into .pastorless 
churches by letter, and 50 by restoration, 62 Sunday Schools organized,3625 relig- 
ious visits made, 148 preaching stations supplied, 4750 tracts distributed, 2500 
volumes of religious books sold. While these facts are very encouraging, we 
should be stimulated to greater exertion; for, this is a work which cannot be 
done through any other instrumentality. We heartily commend the work to 

your consideration and support.

Report adopted. 

The Executive Committee was authorized, without limitation, 
to make appropriations to destitute fields. 

The Committee on Ministerial Education, reported : 
This subject involves the consideration and discussion of both literay and 
theological training. It is assumed as a fact, that all persons will agree as to 
the importance of education in general and especially of Ministerial Education. 
But the inquiry arises, to what extent is it considered necessary that a man be 
educated to become an efficient minister of the Gospel? Must his education be 
thorough and complete in all cases ? or will not a partial course of study in 
many instances fit and qualify a minister having the grace of God in his heart, 
to preach in demonstration of the Spirit and with power? 

And, first of all, your Committee hold it to. be true, that education alone, 
though possessed in the highest and most eminent degree, can never make a 
preacher. No University, nor Theological - Seminary can invest him with that 
authority. Unless he is called of God, and his credentials come from above, his 
preaching, however beautiful and eloquent it might appear unto men, in the es- 
timation of our divine Master would be only as sounding brass or a tinkling cym- 
bal. But, when a man is called of God to preach, accompanying such call it is 
believed that education may be highly beneficial; — that it tends to enlarge a 
minister's sphere of usefulness, and enables him, under God, to become a more 
efficient and successful ambassador for Christ. Hence, let every one who be- 
lieves that to him is committed a dispensation of the Gospel, study to show him- 
self approved unto God, and, to the utmost extent of his ability, acquire all the 
information in his power. If he can command the means, let him take a full 
course of instiuction in both the Howard and the Seminary ; and if he cannot 
do that, then let him take a partial course; and if he has no means with which to 
enter college, let him not be discouraged, but read and -study at home as thou- 
sands have done and are doing, and in this way become a self made man, and 
perhaps rise to a higher degree of distinction and usefulness in the ministry than 
multitudes have done, who have been blessed with the best of opportunities. 
The Committee express it as their opinion, that a full course of study in college 
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:s not in all cases absolutely essential, and may not become so until the masses 
of the people are also educated. 

Let the ministry in general, everywhere, in point. of learning, keep in ad- 
vance, or at least abreast, with their congregations. Your committee believe 
that as a denomination we need three grades of intellectual culture, and of edu- 
cated preachers : 

i. We require some of the very highest order^of talents, and of the most 
• profound learning ; such as can most successfully meet and repel the tide of 
infidelity, which, in its Protean forms and soul-destroying influences, is sweep- 
ing over the land. Thoroughly educated men are what we need — men compe- 
tent to give a true and faithful version of the Scriptures, so that we may be pre- 
pared against all opposing religious sects to contend earnestly for the faith once 
delivered to the saints. 

2. We need multitudes of others also who, though not men of classic lore, 
are yet highly intelligent/and who, possessing a brilfiant order of talents with 
a fine English education, are listened to with great delight, and are highly ac- 
ceptable everywhere, to all classes of hearers; and it is believed that among this 
grade of preachers are found some of the finest speakers and most distinguished 
pulpit orators of the world. 

3. We need also a host- of others of more humble mediocrity, but who being 
mighty in the Scriptures, with the love of God in their souls, are preaching with 
great power to the masses of the people throughout the country, among the hills, 
and mountains, and valleys, and persuading them to be reconciled to God. 

Then let them all as laborers together with God work harmoniously in the . 
field of labor to which our great Master has assigned them. It is confidently 
believed that he has a great work for them all to do, and that he will abun- 
dantly reward every one for all his work and labor of love. 

Resolved, That we still extend to the Howard our patronage and support; 
and that we cherish the warmest feelings and sympathies for our Theological 
Seminary at Louisville, Ky. W. W. KlDD, Ch'm'n. 

The report was laid on the table for consideration at the time 
assigned for the discussion of the subject of education in general 
at 10 a. m. Saturday. - 

A letter enclosing $20 from Mrs. Mary G. Posey, for Mis- 
sions, was received and referred to the Finance Committee to be 
embraced in their report. 

I. T. Tichenor, Cor.- Sec. of the H. M. Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, was recognized in his official capacity, and 
invited to address the Association in the interest of Home Mis- 
sions. 

The Committee on Foreign Missions reported ; 

I. ITS OBLIGATIONS. 

The obligations which enforce the duty of sending the Gospel to foreign 
lands, are: 1st, The command of the Head of the Church; 2nd, the appeals of 
destitution. As to the command enjoining the service, it comes from the high- 
est authority, our glorified Messiah, supplemented by aU the eloquence of Cal- 
vary and enforced by the tenderness of his parting interview with his disciples. 
That delinquency, that heresy that leaves this great duty out of the Christian's 
creed, is fatal to all Christian progress, as seen in the history of our Anti-mis- 
sionary brethren for the last fifty years. Progress is the law of Christ's king- 
dom and obedience to the command, "Go ye into all the world and preach the 
Gospel to every creature," involves not only the perpetuity, but the very exist- 
ence of any denomination of Christians. It is the very life-blood of the whole 
body of Christ; and when it ceases to vitalize that body, it is doomed to decay 
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and death. So that if we desire to preserve our denomination from such a 
doom, we must recognize and carry out this last command of our Lord. 

2. ITS ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

These are many. There is. first of all, the promise of the Father to the 
Son, called by our old divines the "covenant of redemption," to give him "the 
heathen for h'm inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for his posses- 
sion." Then follows the promise of Christ himself, to whom "all power in 
Heaven and earth has been committed, that he will be with us to the end of the 
world." Then comes in the abiding presence of the Holy Spirit, which is the 
guaranty that "his word shall not return unto him void," nay, that it shall be 
made the "power of God unto salvation" wherever it is preached. And .so of 
every promise in God's Word which relates to the "coming and kingdom of Je- 
sus Christ." And then the results of our missionary labors in these latter days 
are encouraging beyond all precedent. Eighty-six years ago there were seven 
Protestant missionary societies in the world, employing 170 male missionaries, 
expending $200,000 a year, and reporting 50,000 heathen converts, 70 schools, 
and 50 translations of the Scriptures. Now, these are the facts: 72 societies, 
with 2,400 American and European missionaries, besides thousands of native 
pastors and laborers, 1,500,000 converts, 12,000 schools, 400,000' pupils', 236 
translations of the Serip'tures, and 150,000,000 copies of the Sacred Volume 
distributed. 

Another giouping of these facts, so far as American Christians are con- 
cerned, is quite encouraging to us as a denomination. The three principal de- 
nominations in this country, the Methodist, Presbyterion and Congregational, 
expended last year $1,500,000, and have an aggregate membership in their 
churches among the heathen of not quite 60,000. The Baptist denomination 
expended $350,000, and have a membership of very nearly 90,000. And this 
has been accomplished with a smaller number of American missionaries than any 
of these denominations. While we ought to feel rebuked by their zeal as mani- 
fested in their contributions and number of missionaries as surpassing those of 
ours so far, we may also be encouraged by the greater blessing with which God 
has crowned our labors. Less than one-fourth of American laborers, and less 
than one-fourth of the means contributed, have yielded 50 per cent more in real 
results, than has been accomplished by all three of these denominations. Ac- 
connt for this as we may, we should at least be encouraged to increase our 
means and efforts. As a denomination,' we believe that the more directly divine 
truth is brought in contact with the people, the more effective it becomes in hu- 
man salvation. S. Henderson, Ch'm'n. 

The report was adopted. 

Clerks of churches will please take notice that Elder J. J. D. 
Renfroe, Vice President of Board of Foreign Missions, requests 
that each church will furnish him the name of some active, conse- 
crated brother or sister, who will advocate the cause of Foreign 
Missions in each church. 

The Committee'on Family Religion reported : 

Family religion is pre-eminently the religion of Christ, as it refers to family 
relations, in all respects. According to the Scriptures, the family embraces hus- 
band, wife, children and servants. In the 5th and 6th chapters of Ephesians 
their relative duties are clearly defined. The husband is the head of the wife, 
and hence the head of the family. The wife is to submit to her own husband 
in the Lord. The children are to obey their parents, and the servants their 
masters. The husband is to love his wife as himself. The father must not pro- 
voke his children to anger, and the master must not threaten those serving him. 
Children must honor their father and mother, which is the first commandment 
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with promise : and the servants must not render eye-service, as men pleasers, but 
serve with good will, as unto the Lord, .and not unto men. 

We thus epitomize the family relations and obligations, as laid down in 
God's word, and affectionately. refer all church members to the .careful and 
prayerful study of Ephesians, 5th and 6th chapters, as pointing out the rules of 
the individual action of every one in the family. And the scrupulous observ- 
ance of these rules is the only sure means of giving success to human effort to 
biing happiness and prosperity to the family as a whole and as individuals. And 
it may be safely stated, that the measure of their success depends on the near- 
ness with which these rules are followed, in spirit and in letter. Every member 
owes certain duties and regards to each of the rest ; and they in turn are re- 
spectively under the same obligations to that one. It will ke observed, that 
while the husband is the head of the wife, it is impossible for him to mistreat 
her m any wise, because he must love her as himself ; and no sane man will 
abuse his own body and his own heart. In turn, though the wife must submit 
herself unto her husband, it is to be done in the Lotd. The submission is not 
the result of dominancy, but of necessity ; there must be a head, a controlling 
force ; otherwise, there is confusion. There would be hardship on some, and 
ease on the rest. The husband must find a full and hearty co-operation' in the 
efforts of the wife ; but this co-operation on her part is stimulated into effect- 
iveness by the proper conduct of the husband. If a man love his wife as him- 
self, his tenderness and his care for her will be studiously observed and shown ; 
and it would be only a heartless woman who did not fully reciprocate such man- 
ifestations from her husband ; and so it may be said of the wife as of the hus- 
band ; no woman ever hated her own self. The Christian rule works equal 
good to both. See Eph. v., and especially verses 21-33, inclusive. 

It is highly wrong, and a great shame, for a husband to hold up his wife 
before any one, at home or abroad, as having done anything to be langhed at, 
making her, thus, the object of sport, for who- ever heard of a man thus hold- 
ing up himself before any one ? To excite a laugh at any one's pain of feelings 
is very wrong, but it is wholly inexcusable in a husband toward his wife. The 
conduct of husband and wife towards each other gives character to the family. 
As they act towards each other, so will they demean- themselves toward their 
children, and so, in the main, will be the conduct of the children towards one 
another. If anything wrong is seen in the children, its cause may, as a rule, 
be traceable to the parents. In other words, may it not be stated as a fact 
that, as a rule, the children reflect the character of the parents? As said in the 
outset, so let it be reiterated with emphasis, that family religion ispre-eminently 
the religion of Christ ; and, further, the rules laid down by it for the family 
underlie the successful structure of society and government. Society is formed 
from contiguous families, and government grows out of the mutual interests of 
many societies or communities. As the. large stream comes from the many 
small ones, and receives the character of its waters from them, so government 
comes from the families of the land. Individual family character makes up 
governmental character. The subject before us is laden with the highest inter- 
ests of church and state, and opens to the view a field productive of extensive, 
deep and prayerful thought ; and we close by suggesting that the family is a 
school, organized by our Heavenly Father, for the safety and good of all, where 
is learned what mainly controls the human life, the true text book being, always, 
the Bible, and the principal teacher the husband, and assistant, a faithful wife. 
The husband is the teacher, and the text book being the Bible, he should be 
held accountable, by the church of which he is a member, for the conduct of the 
members of his family. Dancing parties, parties in which are games and 
worldly songs, should be prohibited, and their evils dearly and constantly shown 
from the Scriptures, and otherwise. Family prayer and religious singing should 
be daily kepi up. This, it is believed by the committee, is neglected by a very 
large per cent, of the heads of families, among our membership ; and we be-

lieve, further, that the reason for this neglect is found, mainly, in not reading 

and studying the Scriptures and exemplifying, before the family, the truths they 

teach. .
